Hepre.sentntlvps with other sources of In- 
come can afford additional services. But most 
of our lawmaker* are relatively poor men. 
The salary rate it (10,000. plus about SG.5DD 
for clerical hire. 

This sum is quickly used up In .wndlnB 
messages to the voters or In iLsslstlng those 
who visit Washington. 

If a legislator doesn't act as an errnnd boy 
for his constituents they are likely to retli 
him. The late Sen. George W. Norrla failed lo 
do this. Despite hU famous record as a state; 
man. the folks out in Nebraska ousted him for 
not paying attention to their petty rcque.tts. 
Lawmakers have seen this sort of thing hap- 
pen time and again. 

They contend they are In one of the few 
Classifications, any^'here, In which salaries 
have not been uppcd In recent years to 
rising living costs. 

When, a couple of years ago. they sought to 
pass an act giving Ihem a form of retirement 
pay— accumulated In part on a ci^ntrlbutory 
basis and similar to the reword lor lervlcc en- 
joyed by other employes of Uncle Sam— the 
press and public slapped them down. 

To this day It Is hard to find a congressman 
who doesn't think that an Injustice was done 
to him. But memory of the so-called "pen- 
sion" move keeps representatives from stick- 
ing out their necks agnln and exposing them- 
selves to the charge of engineering a "salary 
grab." 

It will be Interesting to see what develops.
